Ix  tliat  far  away  time,  when  all  the  world  was  bright  and  joyous,  and 
when  no  thought  of  the  morrow  troubled  our  shallow  minds  we  num- 
bered sixty-six  youths.  A  very  short  time  after  we  had  arrived  on  the 
campus  we  adojjted  our  motto,  Par  Prccmiuiii  Labori.  A  very  sensible 
choice,  as  we  have  since  discovered,  inasmuch  as  it  works  both  ways, 
and  a  satisfying  consolation  may  be  found  in  it,  both  for  a  person  who 
"  busts"  in  International  Law,  or  Mechanics  of  Machinery,  and  for  the 
athlete  who  secures  a  ''first."  That  first  year  was  passed  in  a  bla/.e  of 
glory.  We  were  by  far  the  largest  class  that  had  ever  entered  the 
'Varsity,  and  to  '84  we  were  a  wonder;  they  did  not  understand  our 
recklessness — certain  hereditary  rights  were  theirs,  but  they  were  loath 
to  enforce  them.  Wherever  '85  went,  victory  followed,  and  in  this 
happy  style  the  year  came  to  a  close. 

We  returned  to  college  only  forty-one  Sophomores,  the  hideousness 
of  the  den  into  which  we  had  been  trapped  began  to  disclose  itself. 
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Then  a  feeling  crept  over  us  that  our  motto  did  not  give  vent  to  a  frac- 
tion of  the  feeling  that  throbbed  in  our  hearts ;  we  longed  for  a  senti- 
ment that  should  express  the  innermost  longings  of  forty-one  wretches 
who  groped  without  hope.  In  solemn  conclave  a  new  motto  was  sworn 
to,  to  be  held  sacred  from  the  world — what  vows  are  broken  in  the  tell- 
ing of  it  I  Sai/ve  qui  pent,  or  translating,  Every  man  for  himself  and 
the  Devil  take  the  hindmost.  Mark  its  tone  and  consider  our  necessity. 
Our  Sophomore  year  was  big  with  events.  We  hazed  and  we  rushed — 
'85  may  be  always  found  on  the  side  of  progress  and  reform,  but  our 
desire  to  preserve  old  landmarks  jjroved  too  strong  for  us  in  these  cases. 
Besides  making  our  usual  stir  in  athletics,  the  class  took  long  strides 
forward  in  scholarship,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  a  mark  of  55  out  of 
a  possible  100  was  achieved.  We  have  not  the  slightest  doubt  that  '86 
(good,  humdrum  creature)  would  give  her  eyes  for  a  touch,  however 
small,  of  the  nonchalant  ease  with  which  we  captured  high  marks  in  the 
recitation  room  and  medals  in  the  field. 

As  Juniors  we  numbered  twenty-eight.  It  was  a  gloomy  time.  The 
thought  that  we  might  be  obliged  to  subdivide  ourselves  in  order  that 
men  enough  might  be  forthcoming  to  allow  the  Faculty  to  continue 
our  diminution  in  the  ratio  it  had  settled  upon,  t:a.st  a  withering  blight 
upon  our  lives.  A  considerable  portion  of  the  time  during  that  year, 
spared  from  sad  reflection,  was  spent  in  searching  for  that  Junior  Ease 
whose  delights  are  so  alluringly  revealed  in  the  poetry  and  tradition  of 
our  sister  colleges. 

We  did  not  find  it,  but  passed  into  the  Senior  year  still  on  the  look- 
out. "  Hope  springs  eternal  in  the  human  breast."  There  are  eighteen 
of  us  who  have  saved  ourselves  and  we  are  pretty  near  the  top  at  last. 
We  know  a  good  deal,  and  in  it  that  greatest  thing,  that  we  do  not 
know  everything.  Not  one  of  us  knows  or  ever  pretended  to  know  an 
infallible  method  forgetting  through  the  'Varsity.  Work,  scheme,  plot 
— we  have  never  been  able  to  originate  a  theory  to  fit  all  exigencies. 
And  away  goes  the  theory  with  the  first  irreconcilable  fact — so  says  our 
genial  Profe.ssor  of  Physics.  We  are  left  because  the  theories,  different 
though  they  may  be,  of  stuffed  tablets,  cuffs  and  "horses"  of  various 
kinds,  of  plagiarism,  and  lastly  of  study,  which  we  were  fortunate  enough 
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to  hit  upon  when  the  Sauvc  qui  pent  rule  was  annouiK  ed,  have  so  far, 
covered  successfully  all  the  phenomena  that  have  occurred.  That  they 
may  prove  general  enough  to  float  us  until  June  next  is  what  we  i^ray. 
Yes,  we're  grave  and  reverend  at  last  ;  and  so  would  you  be  in  a 
similar  plight.  The  world  is  no  longer  all  l)right  and  joyous  ;  and 
thoughts  of  the  morrow  do  trouble  our  dee]^  brains.  Involuntarily  our 
thoughts  turn  to  the  near  future,  to  the  time  when  our  paternals  cast 
us  forth  homeless ;  when  we  can  no  longer  draw  on  them,  but  must  pay 
our  own  bills  ;  when  we  can  no  longer  loaf,  or  cut,  or  fall  sick  at  ])leasure  ; 
when  no  one  seems  to  want  us  and  a  surplus  of  jjopulation  l)ecomes 
strikingly  evident  ;   when  we  are  married  ;   when

At  the  jjresent  time  three  of 
its  members  warble  in  the  college  glee  club,  three  go  to  make  uj)  that 
(juartette  who  climb  to  glory  on  the  tug  of  war  rope,  three  act  as  a 
guiding  star  to  their  fellow  students,  and  as  a  drag  to  the  Faculty  among 
the  quintette  of  glorious  minds  on  the  "  Lehigh  Burr  ;"  three  struggled 
for  victory  on  the  foot-ball  eleven,  one  of  whom  captained  that 
doughty  team  during  their  virgin  efforts,  and  three  shine  among  the 
six  members  of  the  Arcadia  Club.  Half  of  the  tennis  team  is  made  up 
of  an  '86  man,  and  the  winners  of  the  second  place  in  the  last  tourna- 
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ment  were  of  '86,  in  both  singles  and  doubles.  Last  year  the  Wi]])ur 
was  taken  by  an  '86  man  and  the  student  who  came  next  in  rank  was  a 
member  of  the  same  class,  as  also  was  the  student  who  came  last,  for 
the  matter  of  that. 

It  is  rather  late  to  speak  of  the  '86  Epitome,  but  its  tardy  though 
glorious  arrival  must  be  chronicled.  From  a  literary  standpoint  it  was, 
up  to  that  year,  the  best  ever  issued,  if  its  drawings  were  queer.  It 
paid  expenses  however,  the  crucial  test  of  all  such  productions. 

We  do  not  suppose  that  the  late  processions  of  Plumed  Knights,  and 
still  later  Salt  River  pageants,  have  dimmed  Bethlehem's  recollections 
of  the  '86  cremation  procession  of  last  June.  On  the  brilliant  gather- 
ing that  temporarily  deserted  the  President's  Reception  to  witness  its 
tortuous  windings  through  the  Park,  and  on  the  noisy  and  irreverent 
"mucker"  it  made  a  lasting  impression.  It  rivaled  the  triumphs  of 
Caesar  and  Forepaugh's  Lallah  Rooke. 

At  the  last  field  meeting  of  the  Athletic  Association  '86  carried  off 
the  majority  of  prizes  as  is  her  wont ;  we  would  not  have  men- 
tioned the  incident  but  that  this  is  to  be  a  truthful  history.  In  the 
effort  to  prevent  '87  getting  its  "  picture  took  "  we  were  not  successful 
— we  wouldn't  have  mentioned  this  incident,  either,  but  that  this  is  to 
be  an  impartial  history,  and  as  we  are  not  umpiring  a  football  match 
nor  running  for  the  presidency  we  will  not  claim  everything.  Still  it 
is  sad  to  think  of  what  will  haj^pen  when  '86  finally  graduates.  The 
remaining  students  may  well  ask  with  the  charity  girls  in  "  Billie  Taylor ' ' 
when  Phoebe  leaves  them,  "Who  will  win  the  prizes  now?"  The 
college  might  just  as  well  stop.  After  turning  out  two  such  classes  as 
'83  and  '86  it  may  well  be  satisfied  and  turn  its  attention  wholly  to 
landscape  gardening  and  the  improvement  of  the  Library.  The  Beth- 
lehems  will  hang  their  flags  at  half  mast,  hops  will  be  things  of  the  ]jast, 
and  the  athletic  grounds  will  be  turned  into  a  pasturage  for  the  gentle 
goat.  No  future  class  will  enter  the  University  with  as  few  members 
as  did  '86,  it  is  the  last  of  its  kind.  Hereafter  continually  increasing 
numbers  will  break  up  the  class  feeling  which  has  done  so  much  to 
make  the  career  of '86  successful.  With  large  numbers  come  cliques 
and  party  factions;  "  divided  we  fall  "  may  well  be  the  class  motto  of 
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those  who  come  after  lis.  Few  in  niinil)ers,  (ompared  with  the  two 
lower  classes,  '86  has  acconii)lished  iiiucli  more  in  the  same  time  by 
acting  as  an  individual  when  working  in  the  interests  of  the  University, 
in  its  own  interests,  or  of  one  of  its  meml)ers.

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HE  historian  of  ancient  times  was  highly  honored 
and  jjraised  by  an  admiring  world,  provided 
that  his  work  was  a  true  account  of  the  great 
deeds  of  men  and  nations.  He  was  not  forced 
to  run  the  gauntlet  of  biting  criticism  which 
modern  historians  so  much  dread,  nor  was  he 
mercilessly  condemned  for  a  few  faults  liere  and 
there,  but  his  shortcomings  were  charitably 
overlooked,  while  all  that  was  good  in  him  received  just  commendation. 
The  Greeks  of  old  used  to  say  :  "  The  good  Honier  sometimes  nods," 
but  they  were  none  the  less  zealous  in  that  poet's  praise. 

The  spirit  of  the  present  age  is  far  different  from  this.  Woe  to  the 
poor  historian  nowadays  who  expects  any  mercy  at  the  hands  of  those 
heartless  critics  who  search  for  naught  but  faults.  And  yet  his  task  to- 
day is  one  far  more  difficult  than  formerly  ;  for  he  is  required  not  only 
to  give  an  accurate  account  of  past  events,  but  also  to  trace  the  contin- 
uous growth  of  the  inner  life  of  those  whose  history  he  is  relating. 

Class  life  is  in  many  respects  exactly  similar  to  the  life  of  a  people  or 
nation.  In  it  there  are  many  diverse  elements  which,  when  fused  to- 
gether by  the  influence  of  constant  companionship,  give  to  it  a  distinct 
individuality.  Of  no  class  is  this  more  true  than  of  '87.  To  one  who 
saw  us  when  we  first  appeared  within  the  walls  of  Lehigh,  it  would 
seem  that  two  years  of  college  life  had  developed  the  child  into  the 
man.     We  gathered  here  as  babes  and  were  entrusted  to  the  tender 


care  of  '86,  much  to  their  delight  and  our  discomfiture.  How  re- 
bellions arose  and  how  the  yoke  was  finally  thrown  off  has  already  l)een 
told,  and  it  remains  but  to  note  the  result  of  the  first  year's  discipline. 

The  mental  training  was  very  effective,  we  assure  you,  so  effective  in 
fact  that  many  of  us  were  fully  satisfied  with  but  one  year  of  it.  A  few 
however  were  so  enthusiastic  as  to  try  it  again  with  '88.  The  physical 
development  of  our  pugilistic  tendency  was  wonderful,  as  the  jjeaceful 
disposition  of  the  class  next  above  us  served  rather  to  enlarge  than 
lessen  this  characteristic. 

At  our  first  cla.ss-meeting  of  the  year  the  advantages  and  disadvan- 
tages of  hazing  were  discussed.  The  class,  willing  to  sacrifice  this 
amusement  to  the  good  name  of  the  University,  condemned  the  prac- 
tice unanimously.  It  is  needless  to  say  that  smiling  Freshmen  were  at 
a  discount  when  this  report  spread  abroad. 

The  usual  method  of  deciding  the  question  of  allowing  the  Freshmen 
to  sport  canes  having  been  prohibited  by  a  stern  decree  of  the  Faculty, 
it  was  supposed  that  some  new  and  less  brutal  means  of  settling  the  dis- 
pute would  be  decided  upon  by  the  two  classes.  Several  .suggestions 
were  offered  to  the  committee  appointed  by  '88  and  one  was  accepted 
by  them.  Their  class,  however,  refused  to  adopt  the  measure  proposed. 
This  left  matters  as  they  were  originally. 

Of  the  so-called  cane-rush  little  need  be  said.  The  story  is  well 
known.  The  result  has  always  been  a  matter  of  dispute,  but  as  the  rush 
was  not  conducted  in  accordance  with  any  of  the  established  rules  it 
was  not  worthy  of  that  name.  No  opprobrium  therefore  can  be  cast 
upon  '87  that  canes  were  broken  whenever  seen  in  the  hands  of  the 
Freshmen.  By  quietly  discontinuing  the  obnoxious  practice,  '88  has 
tacitly  acknowledged  her  defeat.  That  wonderful  document,  a  fair 
example  of  the  phonetic  method  of  spelling,  was  the  last  straw  grasped 
at  by  the  sinking  class. 

Our  record  at  the  Fall  meeting  was  not  as  fair  as  that  of  the  other 
classes,  but  in  athletics  in  general  no  class  can  boast  a  better  showing. 
Our  foot-ball  team  is  acknowledged  to  be  superior  to  any  in  college.  The 
University  Eleven  is  composed  almost  exclusively  of '87  men.  True, 
the  team  has  not  been  overwhelmingly  successful  when  matched  with 
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those  of  our  sister  colleges,  but  considering  the  limited  amount  of  time 
devoted  to  practicing,  and  that  foot-ball  at  Lehigh  is  in  its  infancy, 
nothing  more  could  justly  be  expected.  We  have  also  a  brilliant  record 
in  Lawn  Tennis.  For  the  jjast  two  years  the  chami)ionship  of  the 
college  has  been  awarded  to  one  of  our  number. 

During  the  first  term  of  the  present  year  it  was  remarked  by  all,  that 
we  had  an  especial  fondness  for  the  new  Laboratory.  There  was  not 
an  hour  of  the  day  or  night  when  some  of  our  num1)er  could  not  be 
found  there.  Whenever  a  Sophomore  was  met  on  the  street  lie  seemed 
to  be  enveloped  in  a  cloud  of  H^S  fumes  and  could  be  heard  mumbling, 
"  Sixteen  solutions,  six  solids,  four  alloys  in  two  days  and  a  half"  and 
then  groaning  in  deep  despair.  A  whole  year's  work  to  be  accomplished 
during  the  shortest  term  is  too  much  even  tor  the  well-seasoned  Lehigh 
man. 

We  have  endeavored,  gentle  reader,  in  this  brief  sketch  to  give  you 
a  true  account  of  our  progress  in  the  past  year.  Much  has  been  left 
unsaid  which  our  limited  space  and  even  your  patience  would  not  per- 
mit. Many  faults  you  will  doubtless  find.  For  these  we  ask  your  for- 
bearance and  bid  you  keej)  in  mind  that  ■•  To  err  is  human,  to  forgive 
divine."  Be  it  far  from  us  to  claim  to  be  more  than  human.  Forgive 
and  profit  by  our  shortcomings  and  thus  turn  them  to  good  account.

About  this  period  of  the  term, the  sophs,  were  again  making  themselves 
obnoxious  by  attacking  our  men  in  squads  ;  the  Faculty  besought  us  to 
control  our  righteous  indignation  and  not  to  visit  upon  the  heads  of 
'87  the  punishment  due  their  sins ;  but  forbearance  had  ceased  to  be  a 
virtue,  and  we,  "stern  and  inexorable  as  Justice,"  decided  to  have  a 
rush  and  destroy  them. 

After  meeting  at  the  appointed  place,  where  our  further  progress  was 
for  a  time  arre.sted  by  the  "  Bethlehem  Police  Force,"  but  which  noble 
body  we  soon  overcame,  we  marched  through  the  streets  defying  the 
sophomores,  and,  to  our  great  delight,  met  them  at  Jacoby's  Drug 
Store,  (sole  agency  for  "Egyptian  Corn  Cure"  for  Bethlehem  and 
vicinity).*  The  rush  lasted  about  ninety  minutes,  when  it  was  decided

THE  UNIVERSITY  LIBRARY. 

Erected  expressly  for  the  director's  comfort.  It  contains  a  nearly 
complete  account  of  the  transactions  of  all  the  chemical  societies  in  the 
world.  When  the  department  is  filled  up,  some  works  in  the  line  of 
general  literature  will  be  procured  as  curiosities,  and  attendants  with 
some  degree  of  urbanity  and  intelligence  will  be  engaged,  also  as  greater 
curiosities. 
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THE  GYMNASIUM 

Is  furnished  with  every  modern  appliance — great  attention  is  paid  to 
the  needs  of  the  Director,  and  the  hot  water  will  be  served  up  cold. 
Billiard  tables  will  be  furnished  for  the  amusement  of  the  freshmen  and 
janitor  who  wish  to  learn  the  game. 

LABORATORY. 

Intended  as  a  harbor  for  instructors  of  the  tenth  degree  of  toughness, 
where  on  different  sides  of  the  fence,  one  may  disseminate  easily  diges- 
tible lumps  of  quantitative  and  the  other  of  qualitative  knowledge.  The 
Professor  will  occupy  a  seat  on  the  fence  and  oversee  both  departments, 
when  not  lulling  the  Sophomores  to  sleep  with  sedative  lectures  on  the 
divine  origin  of  Chemistry. 

THE  OBSERVATORY 

is  fitted  up  with  an  equatorial,  and  zenith  telescope,  transit  instrument, 
and  astronomical  clock,  for  the  purpose  of  discovering  accurately  the 
azimuth  and  zenith  distance  of  Bishopthorpe,  the  Moravian  Seminary, 
and  other  points  of  interest. 

CHRISTMAS  AND  SAUCON  HALLS. 

Commodious  brick  dormitories.  These  are  built  on  the  pattern  of 
New  York  tenement  houses,  and  are  almost  if  not  quite  as  healthy. 
Great  attention  is  paid  to  white-washing  these  buildings  neatly,  as  a 
sanitary  precaution,  at  least  one  every  Decade.  In  the  basement  of 
Christmas  Hall  is  the  Refectory  where  wholesome  and  nourishing  diet 
will  be  furnished  to  the  students  consisting  principally  of  rice  and  sauer 
krout  pies.
